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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant states that Sugawara does not 
disclose a first SONET includes a transport overhead and a payload that includes a path overhead and user data. In reply, Sugawara 
discloses a SONET orr SDH signal which implicitly discloses a transport overhead and payload which includes user data and path 
overhead (See Figs 1-2, 1044 OCT is payload which includes POH is a path overhead and STS-1#4 etc is user data and 36 oct is transport 
overhead). Sugawara discloses the claimed invention. Furthermore, the applicant states that Cook is not proper prior arts because the 
filing date of Cook is after the parent case of the CIP application which fild 07/06/2001 . In reply, this application is a CIP of the parent 
wherein the claims of this application does not support by the parent. Therefore, the filing date of this application must be 08/26/2003, See 
MPEP 21 33.01 , When applicant files a continuation-in-part whose claims are not supported by the parent application, the effective filing 
date is the filing date of the child CIP. Any prior art disclosing the invention or an obvious variant thereof having a critical reference date 
more than 1 year prior to the filing date of the child will bar the issuance of a patent under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b).
